Daring nearly an hoar Mr. Beecher 
outlined the growth, evils and downfall 
of slavery, praising the work of the lead¬ 
ers of the early abolition movement, and 
coming at last to speak of Sumner’s 
brave and unswerving fidelity to the 
cause. “He died at the right place,” lie 
said. “He died semewhat later than the 
light time. Had he passed away three 
years ago not a ray would have been lost, 
and many shadows would have been 
avoided. Yet to-day the whole nation 
mourns him. He was cut off from kin¬ 
dred. No son or daughter mourns be¬ 
side liis coffin ; but down a million dus¬ 
ky cheeks tears are l-olling. He has lived 
well. He has died well. He joined 
himself to whatever was best in his time, 
and now he is with God. * * * 

He was not a vermin statesman, who 
looked upon his country as a carcass 
from which he could draw blood. He 
held official place unsullied. Once he 
naively said, ‘People speak of Washing¬ 
ton as being corrupt. I have lived there 
many years, and have seen no corruption.’ 
And he had not. No corruption dared 
to approach him. He is an example of 
personal integrity—an example much 
needed. He has shown that disinterest¬ 
edness is not incompatible with public 
life. There are not many such men.”

Letter from Indiana. 

Franklin, Ind., March 7, 1874. 
Editor Independent :—Franklin is 
the county seat of Johnson county, 20 
miles south of Indianapolis, on the line 
of the old Madison <fc Indianapolis 
Railroad, much the oldest railroad in the 
West, and I think but very little behind 
the oldest road of the East. It is now 
owned by and known as the Indianapolis 
<k Jeffersonville Railroad. It memory 
serves me right, a part of the road was 
completed (beginning at Madison, on the 
Ohio River), as early as 1840 or 1841. 
After the road was completed to Indian¬ 
apolis, in 1846, I believe, the “traffic” of 
the road for several years was immense 
being the only road in the State, and the 
only outlet for the great hog and com 
crop ot Central Indiana. But in due 
time other roads were built, and finally 
the Ohio & Mississippi road from Cin¬ 
cinnati to St. Louis was built from east 
to west, and cut directly across the old 
load, and not only killed the Madison 
<k Indianapolis Railroad, but also killed 
the city of Madison. And so it goes. 
New roads are continually killing one 
place to the upbuilding of others. 

I wish I could convey to you some 
idea of how “awful” muddy it is in this 
country, but I cannot; and if you want 
to know you must come and see, and if 
you want to see mud in all its abun¬ 
dance you must come at once, for spring 
is here; and were it not for the frequent 
rains, the mud would soon disappear. 
Grass is growing and begins to look 
beautifully green ; the summer birds are 
all here, and the season appears to be 
fully a month iu advance of Oswego Co. 
The growing wheat looks very promising 
at present, but there are many chances 
against it between now and harvest. 
The farmer is never sure of his wheat 
crop until it is threshed and in his gran¬ 
ny* for even after it is cut and in the 
shock, wet weather, long continued, not 
unfrequently badly damages and some¬ 
times entirely ruins it. The peach buds 
are all safe here yet, and the prospect for 
fruit is good. The fruit and potato crop 
was almost an entire failure here last 
year, potatoes sell at $1.40 per bushel. 

There are three great subjects agitating 
the west at present, viz : The inflation 
of the currency, the temperance move¬ 
ment, and the “Patrons of Husbandry” 
or Grangers, as they call themselves. 

As to the “inflation” question, the 
Western man says, “during the past 
years whon money was so abundant, and 
everything we sold brought such high 
prices, we were foolish enough to imagine 
it would always continue, and nearly all 
of us went into debt. The panic came 
on and found us in bad shape, and now 
we want inflation until money is so plen¬ 
ty it will bring prices up so we can ob¬ 
tain money to pay our debts, and then 
let the crash come and we will be ready 
for it.” A baby argument it seems to 
us. 

As to the temperance movement the 
papers no deubt keep you posted. The 
western papers are full of it, and all the 
leading papers, so far as I have observed, 
are in iympathy with it . And why 
should not all good papers, and all well 
wishers of mankind, be in sympathy with 
this wonderful work, for in many places 
wonders are accomplished ? It would, 
in this day and age, appear unnecessary 
to declare that intemperance in anything 
is a great evil; it is taught in nature, in 
revelation and in human experience. 
But intemperance in the use of intoxica- 


of the times. It is rotting the founda¬ 
tions of society, emasculating the men 
upon whom the nation must rely for fu¬ 
ture prosperity, breaking up homes, 
wrecking character, filling prisons, poor 
houses, hospitals and premature 
graves. It is increasing taxation 
at a fearful rate. Scarcely a busi¬ 
ness man anywhere but directly suffers 
daily in store or factory from the intem¬ 
perate use of intoxicating liquors. Not 
a good, intelligent mother in all this 
broad land who has sons growing up, 
that does not quake and tremble from 
day to day and year to year, for fear her 
darling boy will be led into the use of 
ardent spirit*, and eventually ruined in 
soul and body. Think of the heart- 
burnings of the many mothers, daughters, 
wives and sister* in our country, over 
the miserable wreck of a once noble son, 
father, husband or brother. Not one in¬ 
telligent liquor seller in the land will se¬ 
riously dispute a single proposition here 
stated. 

Good men and women everywhere, 
not only professing Christians, but mere 
moralists and patriots, anxious for the 
safety of public virtue, and the intelli¬ 
gence and prosperity of the people, are 
alarmed on confronting the evidences of 
the insidious growth of this great evil in 
our land during the past ton years. It 
seems to us the significance of the pre¬ 
sent temperance movement is simply 
this : It is the general alarm manifesting 
itself, and the recognition that some 
steps must be at once taken to restrict 
the traffic lin intoxicating liquors, and to 
stamp their sale and use as disreputable. 
The liquor traffic has boon under the ban 
of the law for many generations, and in 
the history of the United States there 
havealways been legal restrictions throw n 
round its sale and use. Society has put 
its hand upon it by the enactment of the ! 
soverign will into solemn statutes, and 
to-day nearly, if not quite all, our States 
have statutes on their books, which would 
bo proved good and wholesome, if they 
were only enforced and lived up to, and 
I am bold to say, if there was moral stam¬ 
ina enough ameng the people to fully en¬ 
force the law, the traffic in this flaming 
sword of Satan might speedily be almost 
entirely squelched, (this latter remark 
will apply to Mexico as well as other 
places), The people of Indiana are 
awakening to this fact, and are forming 
temperance alliances all over the Htate, 
with sufficient capital stoolc to prosecute 
every infringement of the law. In this 
little oity of 6,000 inhabitants from 
which I write, a few months ago there 
were 14 place* where drunkard* were 
made, and to-day not ene of them is left 
to “tell the tale.” It is not the “Wo¬ 
man Movement” that lias accomplished 
this great good, but the temperance al¬ 
liance simply enforcing the laws. 

I am not optimistical enough to believe 
that the us« of intoxicating beverages 
will be entirely done away with, or that 
men can be legislated into angels, even 
though the law be never so strictly en¬ 
forced. The cure of an intemperate man 
must usually work from the inside out- 
ward, while the law can only touch the 
moral excr**eences that appear to public 
sight. But law can preservo, protect 
and defend. And public sentiment 
properly aroused, can and will stamp with 
disrepute, and this is what I, as looker 
on, see to commend in what is known as 
the “Woman’* Temperance Movement,” 


and what I think the residue of good 
will be from the remarkable awakening 
society has been and is now undergo¬ 
ing. May the good work go on and 
move in solid phalanx, north, south, east 
and west, until public sentiment, shall 
make the sale or use of the vile stuff so 
unpopular that neither the drinker nor 
seller will dare to have it known they 
e\ ei dealt in or used intoxicating liquor. 

I shall have to leave the “Granger” 
subject for another letter, snd when I 
shall have been farther west, I may be 
better prepared to express my views as 
to whether this organization will benefit 
themselves or the country at large.

District Conferences in the M.E.Churcli 

At the Methodist Episcopal General 
Conference of 1868, the institution of 
District Conferences was proposed and 
strongly urged, a plan having been re¬ 
ported. by the Committee of Revisals, 
but failed to become a measure for lack 
of the requisite support. The thing was 
then strongly discussed and awakened 
considerable interest throughout the 
church, and during the subsequent few 
years the subject received more or less 
attention, through the church papers and 
otherwise. In the mean time the intro¬ 
duction of lay delegates intq the 'General 
Conference was perfected aqd thoroughly 
inaugurated. In the Bishops’ Address 
to the last General Conference, signed by 
Bishops Morris, Janes, Scott, Simpson 
and Ames, we find the following para¬ 
graph: “We desirt respectfully to invite 
your attention to the subject of District 
Conferences. We deem this a matter of 
considerable practical importance, and 
think if such conferences were carefully 
constituted, and their duties and prerog¬ 
atives strictly defined, they might be 
rendered highly useful. In our opinion 
there should be two sessions annually ; 
the first near the commencement, and 
the second near the close of the Confer¬ 
ence year.” Early in the session Rev. 
C. D. Pillsbury, of the Wisconsin Con¬ 
ference, introduced a well digested plan 
for District Conferences, which was re¬ 
ferred to the Committee on Itinerancy. 
Various other plans of similar import 
were presented and refei’red to the same 
committee, the chairman of which was 
Dr. J. IV Peck. In this committee, after 
careful consideration, the majority viewed 
the measure with disfavor, while the mi¬ 
nority reported in favor of it. A mem- 
morial of the “National Local Preachers 
Association,” asking for District Confer¬ 
ences, referred to the committee on the 
State of the Church, of which Dr. Cur¬ 
ry was chairman, met with better success, 
and a plan was reported for conference ac¬ 
tion. After a sharp discussion on the 
conference floor, in which its opposers 
urged that District Conferences were un¬ 
necessary as they proposed to do what is 
well done by quarterly conferences; that 
they would be found impracticable; that 
the experiment had been tried and failed; 
that it takes the business from the hands 
of local churches and places it in the 
hands of organized local preachers ; that 
it looked toward making the Presiding 
Elder of no necessity, and so to the ex¬ 
tinction of that office ; that it was a pro¬ 
posed march of improvement to strike 
out the episcopacy ; that it was to fore¬ 
stall lay delegation in the annual confer¬ 
ences ; that, though intended for the 
benefit of local preachers, not one in five 
would attend them; and that they would 
break down of themselves, especially, as 
the plan contains a provision that they 
may die. The plan was adopted on a 
count votes, 144 favoring and 136 
voting against it. Such, in brief, is the 
history of District Conferences as now 
constituted among us. To point out 
their advantages, their legitimate work¬ 
ings and aims, is now our purpose. 

It has been evident to the most casual 
observer of Methodist polity and its 
workings, that between the Quarterly 
and the Annual Conference, an import¬ 
ant link has been wanting. The need 
of an intermediate Conference has long 
been felt. There are interests pertaining 
solely to the district for which provisions 
CRn be mado so well in 
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make District Ministerial Associations 
answer the purpose of looking after dis¬ 
trict interests, uniting sometimes with 
the Stewards’ Convention, or,as the Pre¬ 
siding Elder and others may think best, 
uniting with the laity in some other way. 
At the best they have been irregular or¬ 
ganizations, created fpr the exigencies of 
the occasion, and disorganized when their 
special work was done. We have in the 
District Conferences, as now constituted, 
a thorough and comprehensive organiza¬ 
tion, not hastily devised, but after ample 
deliberations and discussion. The ne¬ 
cessity for it has long been felt. The cler¬ 
gy have asked for it, the laity have ask¬ 
ed for it, and finally the lay clergy in 
the National Local Preachers’ Associa¬ 
tion, ten thousand strong, have asked for 
it. Manipulated by a strong and im¬ 
portant committee, headed by that astute 
champion in church legislatui-e, Dr. 
Daniel Curry, passed in the General 
Conference by a respeetabjo majority, and 
finally endorsed by a majority of Quar- 
ly Conferences, in any District, the 
plan starts on its career of usefulness in 
the church with strong sanctions. 

The composition of the District Con¬ 
ference commends itself to the church. 
The Presiding Elder, who holds a general 
supervision relation to the district, pre¬ 
sides at its session, and fixes times of its 
sessions. He, with all the Preachers, ef¬ 
fective and ineffective, who hold a Con¬ 
ference relation, the Local Preachers, the 
Exhorters, the District H towards, and 
the Sunday School Superintendent from 
each charge in the district, constitute 
the Conference. A stronger array of the 
working forces of the church, a more 
properly balanced union of clergy and 
laity, or representative men, better fitted 
to plan wisely for the District, could not 

Lay delegates are now admitted into 
tho General Conference, the law making 
body of the church. The District Con- ■ 
ference with its, at leant, equal represen¬ 
tatives of the laity, charged with, the du¬ 
ty of looking after local interests and 
plannings, will relieve the Annual Con¬ 
ference largely of such work, and leave it 
to its more legitimate sphere of duties in 
which the laity cannot properly take part. 
So that wo judge that tho reasonable de¬ 
mands of the laity to representation in

district use, must largely result in good, 
in displacing lax and ill-advised methods 
and consequent failures, for practicable 
and thorough system and success. Com¬ 
prehended under the head of spiritual 
•affairs, we may understand plans for gen¬ 
eral evangelistic work, for camp meet¬ 
ings, drc., and a manifest jealousy for 
general attention to all the means intend¬ 
ed by the Discipline to promote Christian 
growth and culture. 

2. It is to take cognizance of all the Lo¬ 
cal Preachers and Exhorters in the dis¬ 
trict, and to inquire respecting the gifts, 
labors and usefulness of each by name ? 
and thus hy carefully scanning aud 
weighing, to connect greater importance 
with these offices, and insure their being 
worthily and efficiently filled. It is also 
to arrange a plan of appointment for each 
one for the ensuing half year ; thus aim¬ 
ing to supplement the work of the set¬ 
tled pastor; to see that no portion of the 
district are without the preached gospel, 
and that all who are licensed to pi-each 
and exhort magnify their offices. 

3. It is its province to hear complaints 
against Local Preachers; to try, suspend, 
deprive of ministerial office and creden- 
tials, expel or acquit any Local Preacher 
against whom charges may have been 
preferred. His office places him in a 
position intermediate between the clergy 
and the laity. He partakes of the char¬ 
acter of each, so that the District Coif- 
ference in its composite organization be¬ 
comes the most proper body before which 
to be arraigned for trial. In the hands 
of so largo and carefully selected a body 
he may feel safe, in intimating his case. 

4. It is to license Local Preachers 

and renew their licenses yearly._ 

Under the old system, Quarterly Con¬ 
ferences might be influenced by society 
or family relations or by other local con¬ 
siderations to act contrary to the evident 
unfitness for and inefficiency of 
candidates in the office. Thus the office 
has sometimes been unworthily fill#d 
while the District Conference, not likely 
to be influenced by any unsafe considera¬ 
tions, might act independently and ac¬ 
cording to the merits of the case, and the 
ohurchly authority to preach might not 
bo improperly granted. This same fea¬ 
ture of independence and disinterestedness 
together with the fact that the District 
Conference is the more weighty and re¬ 
sponsible body, bears with equal force 
as pertaining to recommendations of can¬ 
didates to the Annual Conference for 
Deacon s and Elder’s Orders, orto admis¬ 
sion on trial in the traveling Connection. 

5. It is to make careful inquiry as to 
proper attention to all the Benevolent 
Collections directed by the Discipline, 
and to adopt suitable measures for pro¬ 
moting their success. The Annual Con¬ 
ference can do much by its plannings and 
special inquiries in this matter. Wo be¬ 
lieve very much more may still be done 
in what is hero proposed by the Dis¬ 
trict Conference. Its scrutiny will serve 
to prompt neglectful pastors and to 
arouse indifferent churches; while its 
discussions, its proposed co-operation and 
improved methods, engaged in and 
proffered by both the preachers and the 
laity, can hardly fail to promote the 
desired success in this very important 
part of church work. 

0. It is to look after the interest of the 
Sunday Schools in the Districts. It is 
well that this very important field comes 
under its supervision. Embracing a 
representative superintendent from each 
charge, iind tUtumrir^Jody composed^of 


School work, the District Conference 
can, by its exacted reports as to the con¬ 
dition of the work in the several 
charges, by its advice regarding organi¬ 
zation, systems of instruction, the selec¬ 
tion of libraries, dro,, and in appointing 
Sunday School Conventions and Insti¬ 
tutes, materially advance tho cause. 

7. It is charged,'to providefor the occu¬ 
pancy of Missionary ground within the 
District; to promote Church building; 
to plant and foster Sunday Schools in 
neglected parts, and to make appoint¬ 
ments for public worship where it need 
bo and may be done. Composed of men 
from all sections, and therefore readily 
ail vised as to the demands aud openings 
for such enterprises, and also under¬ 
standing tho help available to carry 
them forward, the District Conference 
seems eminently fitted to foster the occu¬ 
pancy of the “waste places of Zion.” 

8. While it is eminently a Conference for 

Msiness, the fact is recognized that the 
desired ends may be promoted and at¬ 
tained in the use, in part, of religious 
and literary exercises, and thus the mu¬ 
tual, spiritual and intellectual benefit of 
those attending, limy be subserved^ and 
at the same timo the prominent purpose 
of the organization may be also helped 
thereby. 

I have thus called attention to the 
several features in tho composition and 
design of the District Conference. I 
need only to add, that the realizing the 

largely upon the faithful and legitimate 
working of tho organization. Securing 
this, and praving for the attending bless¬ 
ing of tho Great Head of tho church we 
shall not be disappointed.

Publishing Corporation Ac counts | 

The following act, passed by the As¬ 
sembly on the 26tli of February last, 
provides for tho publication annually of 
tho receipts and expenditures of all in¬ 
corporated villages in the State—tho du¬ 
ty devolving upon the trustees of such 
corporation: 

AN ACT In regard to publishing the ac¬ 
counts of incorporated villages in the 

State. 

The People of the State of Now York, 
represented in Senate and Assembly do 
enact as follows : 

Section 1. It shall be the duty of the 
Board of Trustees of each of the incor¬ 
porated villages of this State to cause 
to be published, once in each year, in at 
least one public newspaper printed in 
such village, a full and detailed account 
of all money received by them, or the 
treasurer of said village, for tho account 
and use thereof, and of all money ex¬ 
pended therefor, giving the items of ex¬ 
penditure in full. Should there be no 
paper published in said village, they shall 
be required to publish the same by notice 
to tax payers, and that the same be post¬ 
ed in five public places in said incorpo¬ 
rated limits. 

§ 2. Said annual report shall also state 
the funded and floating or temporary 
debtef said village. 

§ 3. This act shall take effect imme¬ 
diately. _

strong, be invited the deaf-mutes of bis 
own immediate neighborhood to meet 
him on Sunday. They .appreciated this 
little meeting so much that about two 
years ago they agreed to try and secure 
a regular room for public worship and a 
reading room. Subscriptions wei’e soli¬ 
cited and readily obtained. (Mr. H. is 
pardonably proud of his exertions in that 
way.) And the present room 13 York 
St. was hired. Mr. H. seems to have the 
management of everything in his own 
hands. I do not know what powers the 
Committee reserve to themselves, but he 
does not seem to be controlled or in¬ 
terfered with in any way. As regards 
the manner in which he conducts ser¬ 
vices, my ignorance of the signs used 
caused me rather to depreciate it rather 
at first. For although'there is no regular 
sermon, I found soon that the signs which 
followed the spelling of each sentence 
were more than the simple equivalent. 
In tho Gospel especially they were quite 
a running commentary and this stands fer 
a sermon. The little Mission is not as 
yet very widely known inDublin, indeed 
few outside the Hewson circle are ac¬ 
quainted with it, but such clergymen as 
have heard of it, hare expressed warm 
approval of the effort, and I think the 


The insane were confined in wooden 
cages or old boxefc, with nothing but 
filthy straw for beds. Quiet, harmless 
patients were kept boxed up in these 
little, cold, filthy and uncomfortable 
cages, under the same harsh treatment 
as the more wild and dangerous. In one 
of the basements of the hospital, on a 
pile of loose, filthy straw, was a woman 
about 20 years of age, deaf, distorted and 
idiotic; she has been an inmate of the 
alms-house eighteen years, and for six 
years has been caged up with only dirty 
straw for bedding, and her only clothing 
consisted of a single piece of bed-ticking. 
The alms-house is about ten miles from 
Easton, Penn. The Philadelphia Bul¬ 
letin concludes the exposure by calling 
upon the State Board of Public Charities 
to wipe out this stain on civilization 
and Christianity. 

We feel very sorry to see among the 
list of the abused one deaf-mute woman. 
We wish measures would be taken to 
get her cared for by the Church Mission 
to Deaf-Mutes, and placed in the Home 
for Aged and Infirm Deaf-Mutes, if she 
is a fit subject. We know nothing 
further of her condition and circum- 
I stances, but if she is a safe subject and 
deserving of better treatment, we hope 
she will find a haven in the Home.

Friend Rider ;—Thinking your read¬ 
ers on this side of the Atlantic would 
like to know what some of their 
brethren are doing on the other side, 
I send you the following items in re¬ 
gard to tbe Church Mission to the Deaf 
and Dumb in Ireland. These facts 
have been furnished mc by a correspond¬ 
ent in that country, a lady who takes a 
great interest in the adult deaf and 
dumb, and who is doing a great deal for 
them in a quiet and unostentatious way. 
She says in one letter, speaking of 
recent efforts to start a mission for them : 

“The difficulty of reaching those 
isolated among the bogs and mountains, 
and the very great expense that would 
bo involved in sending a missionary 
itinerating amongst them is the great 
objection brought forward to starting a 
mission. My idea, however, is that, if 
a regular mission was started in one of 
j the large towns, the country mutes might 
in some way be taken in. 

“Did Mr. D-tell you of the nice 

little society got up in Dublin last year, 
under the name of ‘The Society for 
propogating the Gospel among the Deaf 
and Dumb of Dublin and its neighbor¬ 
hood’ ? It is entirely conducted by the 
deaf and dumb themselves, that is to 
say, the Secretary, and Biblical In¬ 
structor and Missionary are deaf-mutes, 
but there are hearing ]>eople on the Com¬ 
mittee. I was delighted when I beard 
of it, and at once wrote to the Secretary 
to see if they would extend their opera¬ 
tions to the country. I proposed, as we 
have never succeeded in getting up a 
Committee, that if they would allow 
their Committee to head all the’ efforts 
made on behalf of the deaf-mutes, I 
would not put them to any expense, but 
would join them in any way they liked 
best, either as an auxiliary, which would 
pay its own expenses, or to send all 
money received up to them, and get it 
back as required. I offered to do any 
thing, in short, so that unity ef action on 
behalf of the deaf and dumb could be 
effected. Dublin, as a center, seemed 
the natural thing. Indeed, more than 
once people have told me that it was 
Dublin I ought to look to, but the Dub¬ 
lin people would not have mo or my mute 
friends on any terms. ‘Quite impossi¬ 
ble,’ they said, to extend their opera¬ 
tions outside of Dublin. Now I t hin k 
that Deny or Belfast might be made the 
starting point, but do not know how to 
bring the matter forward. Perhaps 
from the Institution at Belfast a teacher 
might be had occasionally to take a mis¬ 
sionary tour through the country. It 
would not be so expensive as getting a 
missionary expressly for the work, and 
might do for a beginning. 

“I hope to be in Dublin after Christ¬ 
mas, and will try to see some of the 
Committee, and, if possible, see if we 
can unite; but I doubt very much being 
able to effect anything. Mr. Hewson, 
the deaf-mute Secretary and Mis-

Sis Idea of Freedom 


The other day a friend told us the fol¬ 
lowing and vouched for it as actual fact: 

Years ago a deaf-mute, who, during 
his pupilage, was never noted for any¬ 
thing extraordinary, one summer gradu¬ 
ated from liis institution. He was soon 
after engaged as a farm hand by a well-to- 
do and highly intelligent deaf-mute far¬ 
mer. Nothing of note occurred to relieve 
the monotony of farm life, till one un¬ 
lucky day the new hand reached the 
important age of twenty-one years. The 
event was not ushered in by any sort of 
celebration, doubtless much to the hand’s 
disgust and probable wonder. However 
he said nothing but marched to the field 
from which he returned at dewy eve. 
A hearty supper over, he donned his 
Sunday best and went out for the even¬ 
ing. Let us follow him. Straight as an 
arrow, he marched to the cellar of far¬ 
mer B-, a dairyman, he searched 

around among the pails of cream and 
seizing the most attractive he put it to 
his lips and drank his fill. Next he 
stuffed his pockets with apples and what¬ 
ever other dainties he could lay hands 
on. Then lie marched off. 

In a high state of wrath went farmer 

B-to our intelligent mute farmer, 

and with many a flourish he demanded 
redress of grievances, which the mute 
promised he should have. Late at night 
the farm hand came home and was sum¬ 
marily collared and drawn into the kitch¬ 
en and by the light of stars, the stove and 
the kitchen lamp, the following colloquy 
took place: 

“Have you been in B-’s cellar to¬ 

night ?” 

“Yes. I took some apples and drank 
some milk.” 

“What on earth did you do that for 1” 

“Well, I’m twenty-one years old, and 
ain’t I free ?” 

The reply and the expression on the 
features of tbe hand were too much for 
the gravity of the farmer, and the kitch¬ 
en walls rang with echoes of laughter, 
loud and deep.

Ontario (Canada) Institution. 

The Deaf and Dumb Institution at 
Belleville has had a prosperous year. It 
was opened on the 20th October, 1870. 
During that year there were 70 pupils. 
The next year the number rose to 124. 
During the session ending with the 25th 
June,1873, there were 148, while during 
the term beginning last September, there 
were 166. Since the opening of the In¬ 
stitution 206 pupils have attended at 
one time or other. It is very curious,'’ 
and at the same time little creditable to 
the intelligence of the age, that it has 
been found impossible to ascertain the 
number of deaf-mutes in the Province, 
from the parents and relatives of these 
afflicted ones; who think in many cases 
that it bears something the appearance 
of a family digrace. On this account 
information from the census enumer¬ 
ators was declined, on the plea that the 
facts had been learned only on the pledge 
of secrecy. The Inspector says the 
progress of the pupils at this Insti¬ 
tution in all the branches of educa¬ 
tion has been very marked.— Toronto 
Globe .
